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Acetonemia 


Its Diagnosis, Treatment, and Prevention 
By Dr. JESSE SAMPSON, University of Illinois 


MPORTANCE: Clinical ketosis is now recognized by 
veterinarians as a common disorder of great economic 
importance to the farmer who owns a herd of high 
producing cows or the farmer who owns a flock of breed- 


ing ewes. The dairyman oftentimes encounters the 
malady in his more valuable cows as the disorder called 
acetonemia; the flock owner oftentimes encounters it in 
from 25 to 50 per cent of the pregnant ewes as the dis- 
order known as pregnancy disease. The pathological 
physiology involved seems to be fundamentally the same 
for both of these disorders. This phase of the subject 
will not be considered today, however, and I shall furth- 
ermore limit the discussion to acetonemia in cows. 

Acetonemia occurs primarily in cows that belong 
to the dairy type. Cows of all ages and of all breeds 
are susceptible and may suffer repeated attacks. The 
disorder may develop during the latter part of preg- 
nancy, but is observed most often any time during the 
first to the sixth week after calving. The highest pro- 
ducing cows are most likely to develop the malady; 
hence, it is usually the more valuable animals in the herd 
that are affected. 


Cause: Acetonemia is not a communicable disease. 
The direct cause is believed to be a disturbance of the 
carbohydrate-fat metabolism within the body and indi- 
rectly to an inadequate consumption of carbohydrates or 
carbohydrate-forming food. Corn and oats are examples 
of feeds rich in carbohydrates. An inadequate consump- 
ton of carbohydrates may result from: 


; 1. Too small a feed allowance, especially of grain, 
for the pounds of milk produced. This seems to be the 
‘ause in the great majority of cases. 


2. Too rapid and too great a reduction in the con- 
‘entrates of the ration fed during the last few weeks of 
pregnancy and the first week after calving. There is an 
urgent demand for sugar (carbohydrate) during the 
ate stage of pregnancy and at the onset of lactation. 
The calf requires a liberal supply of sugar before as 
well as after birth. Following parturition there must 
“ 4 reserve of carbohydrate to supply the sugar that 
ta into the milk.

Production usually 
takes a rapid fall when this stage is reached. 
Diagnosis, Treatment and Prevention 

Diagnosis: One of the accepted qualitative methods 
for the detection of abnormal amounts of the ketone 
bodies in the urine may be employed in establishing a 
diagnosis of acetonemia. Dr. C. E. Hayden recom- 
mended the Ross modification of Rothera’s nitroprusside 
method and this test has become popular with many 
veterinarians. All of the veterinary supply companies 
have the essential reagents listed in their catalogs and 
supply the necessary directions. This test is simple, 
rapid, and accurate. In severe cases of acetonemia 
the milk, as well as the urine, gives a positive test for 
the ketone substances; the reaction, of course, is very 
much more pronounced with urine than with milk. 

Symptoms: It has been our observation that aceto- 
nemia occurs most often as an independent disorder, but 
attention should be called to the point that it may be 
found to be associated with milk fever and metritis, and 
occasionally with other diseases. The listless, lethargic 
type is seen far more frequently than the nervous form 
of the disorder. 


In general, it can be said that there is no specific 
group of symptoms for acetonemia, but in nearly all 
cases there is a sharp decrease in milk flow, partial or 
complete loss of appetite, and rapid loss of condition. 
Constipation is frequently associated with the disorder. 
Since this disease may be confused witih forage poison- 
ing, indigestion, milk fever, metritis, encephalitis, and 
even with rabies, the diagnosis and initial treatment 
should be responsibilities of a competent veterinarian. 

Treatment: Intravenous and subcutaneous injections 
of dextrose solution are the safest and probably the most 
effective forms of treatment. Chloral hydrate per orum 
is used with favorable results, but fatalities may occur 
if caution is not exercised in the selection of the cases 
treated in this manner and the dosage administered. 


It is not an uneOmmon occurrence to encounter typi- 
cal cases of acetonemia that fail to show rapid improve- 
ment from injections of dextrose solution or from chloral 
therapy. Observations made at this laboratory indicate 
that such cases will usually show a prompt and favor- 
able response when the injections of dextrose solution 
are supplemented by the daily oral administration (by 
drench, stomach tube, or with the feed if the animal will 
eat) of from 2 to 4 pounds of an inexpensive grade of 
corn sugar or ordinary black strap molasses. It has 
been found convenient to divide the sugar or molasses 
into several doses and administer each dose well diluted 
with water. This treatment may be repeated for three 
to four days or longer depending on the intensity of 
the ketosis. : 


Prevention: Some cows apparently develop ketosis 
more readily than others. These animals must, there- 
fore, be given more feed, preferably in the form of con- 
centrates, than is prescribed by rule of thumb feeding 
practices if they are to escape an attack of acetonemia. 
Cows that are known to have had attacks of ketosis can

my first visit to Femco Farms, and under the guidance 

of Axel Hansen enjoyed a personally conducted tour 
over the larger part of this 5,000 acre garden plot in 
Minnesota’s Red River Valley, right on the Dakota line. 
The Red River, a sluggish little stream some 30 feet 
wide where it flows placidly along right behind the main 
dairy barns, has worn its valley into a flat expanse of 
marvelous black soil some 25 miles wide. How such 
a small stream could have made such a large valley, 
so flat, is really not a valley at all, I am still unable to 
figure out. 

And another amazing thing was the large number 
of run-down, half-deserted-looking small farms on that 
black fertile looking soil. These, I learned, were the 
homes of one-crop tenant farmers, trying to eke out a 
living on bank-owned land by raising wheat. A stretch 
of seven dry years has made things pretty tough for 
them. Perhaps the real purpose of the extensive Femco 
operations is to teach these prairie farmers a more 
diversified type of agriculture, and supply them with 
the seed stock they need. 

Femco, aside from a little item on its very complete 
account books known as “interest on investment,’’ is 
self-sufficient. Corn, wheat, small grains, and tons of 
alfalfa are grown each year, with a good surplus left 
over to sell on the open market. A fleet of tractors 
rolls over its acres day and night during the planting 
and harvesting seasons, doing the work of hundreds of 
horses in just a few days time. 

Along its many miles of farm roads have been set 
out young elm trees within the past few years, of a 
strain that can withstand the extremes of this plains 
country weather. Aside from the cottonwood groves 
around the occasional farmsteads, they are the only 
trees that break the expanse of level ground. They are 
being raised in a Femco-owned nursery that was a part 
of the big diversified scheme of the late F. E. Murphy, 
and years from now, when they have reached mature 
growth, these trees will be the greatest monument of 
all in memorium to this great agricultural leader. 


Several years prior to Mr. Murphy’s death the Femco 
Farms ownership was transferred to his newspaper, 
the Minneapolis Tribune, and they are being continued 
how by the Tribune as a service to agriculture in the 
Northwest. Axel Hansen and Frank Ludolph are the 
braintrust behind the actual management of the entire 
outfit, and “Tiny” Meade is the bookkeeper extraordi- 


nary, a walking encyclopedia of the records and blood- 
lines of the herd.

In the Royal Brentwood of 1936 Femco paid $3,500 
for another son of Sir Inka May, Carnation Ormsby Sir 
Bessie, who had been in service in the herd of Henry 
Schell in Pennsylvania. Sir Bessie (his name is mis- 
leading because he is not related to the Bessies and is 
not by Matador Segis Ormsby) is out of the World’s 
Record 1,400-lb. fat producer, Carnation Ormsby Butter 
King. His first daughters out of Royal dams will be 
coming into milk this year. They are great individuals 
in heifer form, and on paper they have more oomph than 
anything I have ever seen. The three nearest dams of 
most of them have a tremendous average and tbe breed- 
ing back for many generations is thickly studded with 
famous names of the breed. 


The public reception given the Femco consignment 
at the 1940 Brentwood backs up my own admiration 
for the younger generation of animals springing up 
there. There was Bessie’s two-year-old daughter backed 
by the world record Lady Pride three-generation group 
and in calf to Royal for $2,150 to Pabst Farms. There 
was a young Royal son from a Lilith daughter that went 
for $600 to Chile; a senior yearling daughter of Lilith 
at $300; and a springing two-year-old daughter of Royal, 
bred to Bessie, for $550. The four, selected to repre- 
sent the whole broad Femco breeding program, averaged 
exactly $900, which was tops for the entire sale. 

The Lady Pride Family 

Old Lady Pride fanned out when she went west to get 
acquainted with Sir Inka May, but she topped the league 
with the home sires. She had two daughters, one by 
Governor and one by Count 19th (both of these sires 
out of Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d, 1,286-lbs. fat). Femco 
Aaggie Lady Pride, the Governor daughter, with her 
record of 994 lbs. of fat, has proved to be the more 
valuable of the two. Her daughter, by Count 19th, 
Femco Lady Pride Ormsby Piebe, recently finished a 
record of 1,042 lbs. of fat, which completed the world’s 
record three-generation group. She has in addition 
two other daughters, one with 853 lbs. of fat as a senior 
three-year-old, and the other now on test as a two- 
year-old. She also has four granddaughters by Bessie, 
one of which topped the 1940 Brentwood at $2,150, and 
the other three still to be heard from in the test barn. 
Femco Aaggie Lady Pride also has four sons in service, 
one at Lakefield Farms, Clarkston, Mich.; one at Dr. 
Plondke’s at White Bear, Minn.; a third, by Royal, in 
Japan; and a bull calf by Bessie which is being saved 
for future service at Femco. She had four daughters, 
three granddaughters, and four sons. 

The other Lady Pride daughter, the one by Count 
19th, made 1,012 lbs. of fat and left one daughter in 
the herd by Bessie. 

To sum it all up, old Lady Pride contributed to the 
breed two daughters, four granddaughters, three great 
granddaughters, and four herd sires, one a future 
sire for Femco, and included also, for good measure, the 
three generation combination that holds the World’s 
Record. 

No story of Femco would be complete without men- 
tion of Femco Alma, famed World’s Champion two-year- 
old. She occupies a box stall at the end of the milking 
barn, and she’s the queen of the herd, a cow with a 
Dale Carnegie personality. Quality is in her everywhere, 
in her sensitive, intelligent head, her fine bone, her 
thin silky hide. She seems to like people, calmly chew- 
ing her cud while strangers walk in her bed and ruffle 
her hair. She’s taking things easy this year, getting 
ready for another busy season next year. Her sixth 
birthday was in July. 

Alma may well be the beginning of another important 
cow family at Femco, for she has two promising daugh- 
ters by Royal, one on test as a senior two-year-old, the 
other due with first calf in July to Bessie; and she has 
her twins born last October, a bull and a heifer. Her 
oldest daughter, the spitting image of her mother, also 
has a heifer calf by Bessie, and Alma’s own mother, 
Femco Ormsby Dutchess Alma, is still in the herd.

Extracts from a Story on Our New Western Director 
By GEORGE N. ANGELL, in Oregon Farmer 


OBODY (or so the canard runs) really thinks a 

county agent can run a farm successfully—-he is 
paid to tell others how; and Sylvester Benjamin Hall has 
been “county agenting’’ in Oregon’s most populous 
county of Multnomah almost a quarter of a century, since 
the spring of 1916 to be exact. In fact he has held the 
job in one county longest of any agent in the Pacific 
northwest, perhaps in the entire country. 


On top of that he is a Bachelor of Science, and, along 
with six or eight other “deans” of the profession in Ore- 
gon, in academic circles he rates the title of ‘‘professor.’’ 


So his apparent success farming, raising bulbs and 
breeding Holsteins out along the Columbia river on U. S. 
30 near Troutdale and half an hour from down-town 
Portland, is all the more of a seven years’ wonder. 


And apparently he has been successful. Leastways 
the 160-acre home place which he and his brother bought 
together 26 years ago, and their 925-acre “sideline” 
down on Sauvies island, still stand in their names and 
have seen many improvements. The pure bred Holstein 
herd which he started with three cows he brought from 
California when forsaking Smith-Hughes work for 
county agent, has grown into one of over 100 head in 
face of enormous handicaps, and “S. B.’’ himself, be- 
sides standing ace high with his extension fellows, has 
his finger in half a dozen purely farmer ‘“‘pies.’’ Strange 
as it seems for a county agent, even though a breeder, 
to “start something” with the state board of higher edu- 
cation in the matter of institutional herds, two years 
ago he became president of the state live stock breeders’ 
association on just that platform, and he is getting 
places. For years he has been active in the movement to 
organize northwest bulb growers, and this spring he be- 
came first president of an Oregon cooperative. As presi- 
dent, member of the board and four times delegate to 
their national meeting, for years he has been high in 
the councils of Oregon Holstein breeders, and at the 
moment is representing his state as a delegate for the 
fifth time at the Milwaukee Convention.

In the midst of all these ‘‘extra-curricular” activities, 
Hall still has time to be a good county agent—at least 
the writer never heard serious criticism of his work and, 


on the other hand, frequently saw evidence of his being 
high in Multnomah county farmers’ esteem. 


With his low, diked land, his Holsteins and his 2 
acres of bulbs, S. B. has a small section of Holland, Glen 
Householder of the National Association suggested on a 
recent visit to the herd. Hall’s farm is interesting from 
several standpoints. It has been a laboratory for agri- 
cultural experimentation, and one of its most satisfac: 
tory proved practices is supplemental irrigation and fer- 
tilization. One hundred acres are diked land, and half 
of that is in irrigated pasture which carries two cows per 
acre six months of every year, practically without grain. 


Hall’s herd—‘‘Hallrose” he calls it—was practically 
wiped out and his breeding program knocked into 4 
cocked hat three different times by contagious abortion, 
consequently there is little left of the blood he started 
with, or of that he introduced years ago from the Henr! 
McCall herd in central Oregon. At first he had little 
money for cows, so he bought what he could and built 
with bulls, three of them the last few years Carnation 
bulls. What really opened the latest phase of his preed- 
ing career was the intensely line bred Prince Tobe Jo- 
hanna Beets that he picked out a corral at Ray 7 
Smith’s near Lynden, Wash., for $150 without much 
reference to breeding and largely on a hunch that here 
was what he had sought. Later study of pedigrees ™ 
vealed a heavy King Korndyke Sadie Vale infusion, and 
the bull not only had the qualities of middle, shoulder 
and rump that every breeder looks for, (he was a All- 
American in his younger days,) but could and did tran 
mit them into the foundation of the present-day Hall: 
rose herd. 


Along with Tobe was used a son of Sir Inka May 
which however had little influence, and besides him there 
have been Carnation Masterpiece Tritomia, a son of scl 
nation Matador Masterpiece and out of Hazelwood Hello 
Tritomia, the good Matador-Hazelwood cross and sir 
Governor Inka, a son of Governor of Carnation out of a 
daughter of Carnation Prince.

Answers by Members of Advisory Committee * 


Morritl, Quonquont Stock Farm: 

We have found that a pen 14x14 feet built of sturdy 
naterial With an open door so the bull can go in and out 
x bis Will is quite satisfactory. This pen should have 
,ganchion and mineral box. His yard should be from 
to 100 yards long and built of good substantial tim- 
bes or cement posts and boiler pipe running through 
thm. A breeding rack or pen is very useful at the 
eof the yard. This should be constructed in such a 
mamer that the herdsman or man breeding the cow do 
«vithout handling the bull. If the herd is large enough 
to require two or three bulls it is my opinion that these 
pens and paddocks should be built side by side so the 
pulls ean see each other and it will help keep them ex- 
ercised. 

By Ken Monson, Hawthorn Farms: 

I prefer a paddock about 25 feet wide and from 60 
0 100 feet long. In this type paddock, the bull will 
nill forth and back along the paddock fence and thereby 
gt more exercise than in the same area of a paddock 
that isa square. I prefer the cement posts with 1 3-4”’ 
o 2” gas pipe running between the posts spaced about 
it apart, or extra heavy gauge chain link wire securely 
fastened to heavy steel columns set in concrete not over 
six feet apart. I do not like the solid paddock at all 
sit does not afford enough vision and I am of the opinion 
that the bull appreciates a great deal seeing what is go- 
ing on about him, especially in the cow lot. 

A good roomy stall at the end of the paddock with a 
winging door is my preference for housing the bull. 

I think the mechanical exercisers are the surest 
method of getting the bulls to take enough exercise, but 
not all have bulls that can be handled on these devices. 
Wm. E. Reed, Winterthur Farms: 

Our idea of quarters for the bull—young or old—is 
aroomy pen opening into a long narrow paddock in 
jain view of the activities of the herd. If the long 
way of the paddock parallels the lane where the cows 
pass to and from the pasture or exercise lot—or the 
pasture or exercise lot itself—all the better. The old 
fellow will get more beneficial exercise chasing after 
ihe cows up and down his side of the fence than any 
other way we know.

The paddock should be twenty by one hundred feet 
to ensure ample room for exercise and located so that 
the balance of the herd can be seen when in the barn- 
yard. It is well to have the ground level of the paddock 
at least a foot higher than the other part of the yard 
as this insures good drainage and always a dry lot. The 
bottom should be filled with small rock and then from 
four to six inches of coarse sand on top. The sand helps 
to keep the bull’s feet in perfect condition. 


John Last, Manager, Milford Meadows Stock Farm: 

We have three bull pens located on one end of the 
main cow barn. Each of these pens opens into a separate 
yard which is about 40 feet long and 15 feet wide. In 
each yard is an empty oil barrel which one of the bulls 
exercises with quite regularly, however the other two 
rarely touch it. During warm weather the doors lead- 
ing into the yards are open, however in cold weather 
they must be kept closed because of it opening right 
into the main barn. 


I do not consider this arrangement exactly ideal, 
however I do believe where the bulls are kept in the 
same barn with the other cattle they will remain more 
gentle. 

We have found it very satisfactory to pasture one 
of our older bulls during the grazing season. About 
two acres is fenced with four strands of barb wire, two 
of which are charged; and although cattle graze next 
to this pasture we have never had the bull go through. 
This bull is fourteen years old, but still as active as a 
two year old. I consider this method of handling the 
herd sire very effective in keeping up his breeding 
efficiency. 

Howard Clapp, Pabst Farms: 

A box stall with a stanchion in which he may be 
locked up is the best type of stall for an aged bull. A 
paddock outside his box stall is very desirable for ex- 
ercise. The best shape for a paddock is one much longer 
than it is wide as he gets more exercise that way. In 
a square paddock if he is lazy he is apt to stand in the 
center and view the world from that spot while in a 
longer pen he does more walking around. Any construc- 
tion for the paddock that is strong enough to hold him 
and through which he can see is suitable. It is best 
to have the box stall and paddock so arranged that he 
can look through the sides and see what is going on 
around him. 

A box stall in the main barn usually provides a warm- 
er place for him in the winter time than a stall in a 
separate building. The latter is all right, however, if 
there is convenient provision for watering him. If in 
fair flesh he can stand considerable real cold weather. 

We have not used any special arrangement for ex- 
ercise other than a paddock to run in. 

V. S. Culver, Port Deposit, Md.: 


A bull worth being at the head of a real good herd 
is entitled to comfortable, convenient, commonsense 
quarters. This does not mean a great outlay of money. 
Ninety-five percent of dairy bulls have entirely too small 
a yard to permit them to take sufficient exercise. With 
electric wire fences ones does not need to build so rugged 
fences to confine bulls as was formerly needed. 


My ideal bull quarters would be a one-half acre well 
sodded lot that is long and narrow and which I would 
divide lengthwise in half so I could rotate grazing. If 
possible I would try to have this lot run up and down 
hill for additional beneficial exercise and with some 
shade. I would arrange to feed and water at one end 
of this lot and have a stall at the other. I prefer a 
roomy stall, say 16 by 24, with entrance covered to keep 
out wind and rain, but open so the bull can go in and out 
at will, day and night, summer and winter. This open- 
ing should have a sliding bar or door on it so the bull 
can be fastened either in or out as desired, to work with 
bull or to clean quarters. 


I would have my safety bull pen for service under 
cover and adjacent to his stall. With such arrangement

Baker Herd Classified 


12 Excellent, 21 Very Good for P. B. R. Score of 83.4

NE of the most interesting trips I have had in a 

long time was my recent drive with Ward Stevens 
to Baker Farm, at Exeter, New Hampshire. It was a 
350 mile ride down New York’s famed Cherry Valley 
route, then across New England by one of the most 
scenic routes of a section of country noted for its scen- 
ery; and then the joy and inspiration of watching Ward 
and Tom Elder classify one of America’s great herds. 
Baker Farm, of course, is in Tom Elder’s territory, 
located only a few miles from Tom’s home. Bill Baker 
felt that Mr. Elder was so close to the herd and knew 
the animals so well that in fairness to all it would be 
better to have two classifiers work on the job so at his 
request Ward Stevens was called in for the assignment. 

Watching the work with interest was quite a crowd 
of notables, including Secy Norton and his son, Bob; 
Arland Mead, the Association’s publicity man; Messers. 
Morrill, Johnson and Hall from the State College; Harold 
Shaw of Maine who left his haying to watch the work 
for a few hours; and of course Allen Crissey, the ubi- 
quitous Eastern Field Man. 


Allen kept books for Tom and I did the same job 
for Ward. The two classifiers made their decisions in- 
dependently and in most cases agreed fairly well. On 
certain borderline cases where there was a difference of 
opinion, each man had to give his reasons for his plac- 
ing before this ‘‘high court’’ and there was usually little 
difficulty in their getting together. 

In all, 81 head were classified, 78 females and three 
herd sires. Of this group, 12 were rated Excellent, 11 
cows and the bull, Baker Farm Exalted, who will head 
the Baker show herd on the big circuit this year as he 
has several years in the past. Twenty-one rated Very 
Good, including the old foundation senior sire, Sir Inka 
May Walker. There were 31 that drew a Good Plus 
rating, including the junior sire, Baker Farm Grandee. 


PRESCOTT 


Thirteen cows were classified as Good and four ag fiir, 
giving the herd an average 83.4 on their application for 
Progressive Breeders Registry, an unusually high avr- 
age for so large a herd. To get the P.B.R. average, 
Excellent cows are scored 95, Very Good 87.5, Good Plus 
82.5, Good 75, Fair 65, and Poor 55, with a minimum 
of 80 for a P.B.R. certificate. 


: The 11 Excellent Females 

As already mentioned, the five-year-old bull, Baker 
Farm Exalted, son of Baker Farm Challenger, was given 
an Excellent rating. Like most of the Challengers, he 
has a remarkably broad, level, smooth rump, with a 
splendid body and spring of rib and unusually good 
dairy shoulders for so large a bull. He handles himself 
well on a fine set of legs and if he looks as good on the 
circuit as he did when Bill Baker and his assistant, Emi 
Hansen, led him out for our inspection, he might make 
plenty of trouble in the aged bull class. a 

The Excellent females included the three remaining 
King Toitilla Acme daughters, now well advanced ID 
years, Dorothy with 716 lbs. fat, Matchless with 667 
lbs. fat and Gretchen with 656 Ibs. fat, all in Class B of 
the herd Test. Zilla and Sheila, who were two of the 
top members of the All-American Get of 1937, have 
now passed on. 

Another interesting group in the herd is made up® 
four sisters recently purchased from Canada, daughters 
of the Canadian sire, Echo Helbon Mercedes. They have

As a matter of fact, 61 
of the 78 were bred at Baker Farm and the other 17 
vere old foundation cows acquired by purchase or cows 
tht came to the farm in dam. Sir Inka May Walker, 
present herd sire, has the largest group with 15 daugh- 
vrs classified, of which three were Very Good, eight 
Good Plus, three Good and one Fair, to give him an 
average score of 80.83.

Modernize Milk Distribution 


ET the cost of milk to the consumer down by the 

use of modernized methods of distribution. 

This is what Glen M. Householder, educational dire- 
tor of the Holstein-Friesian association, tells the em- 
vention of his organization meeting in Milwaukee. And 
Mr. Householder has ways to offer of doing it. 


For one thing, he would go to fiber bottles, including 
those of the two quart size. This would eliminate the 
costs of transporting the empty bottles and preparing 
them for refill. It would promote bulk delivery on 
the doorstep. He would make house to house deliveries 
only every other day, which is certainly practical in an 
age. of refrigeration. He would have different butterfat 
content for different classes of customers. Finally, in- 
stead of trying to close up milk depots, he would provide 
them under regulation for those customers who wanted 
milk depots. 


Whether every one of these plans would work out, 
we do not know. But they are suggestive of what might 
be done. It is encouraging at least to know that some 
one is really thinking on this subject instead of sitting 
around bemoaning the fact that milk consumption is not 
as high at it should be and trying to remedy conditions 
by legislative flats that have failed time after time.

Cowphilosophy 

ARK KEENEY of Overbrook fame was a recent

WHEN IS A BULL A “BREEDER”? 

One of our readers submits the following problem 
which involves the question of just what is covered when 
a bull is sold with a guarantee that he is a ‘‘breeder.”’ 

“If a man sells a bull and guarantees him to be a 
breeder, just what does this guarantee constitute? 

““A particular case we have in mind is the following: 

‘‘Six cows dropped calves from the service of a bull, 
but each of them died within a period of a few days, 
although they were full term and apparently healthy 
calves at birth. 

“Does the fact that these cows dropped living and 
apparently healthy calves prove that the bull is a 
breeder? If not, to what extent is the seller responsi- 
ble? Could not the cows bred to this bull have been 
equally responsible for any possible lack of vitality in 
the calves? This bull had previously been used in the 
seller’s herd for over two years and no trouble of this 
nature had ever been experienced. All his calves are 
large and strong. 

“The purchaser of the bull in mind sold this bull 
for beef without notifying the seller and is now making 
a claim for damages.” 

Our reply was as follows: 

Under common practice in the sale of pure bred 
breeding animals, we would say that a bull is considered 
a breeder if, when mated with sound, healthy females, 
he regularly produces full term, living offspring. 

In the case of the bull described, whose previous 
breeding history had been satisfactory, it would seem 
like jumping to a hasty conclusion to place the entire 
blame on the sire for the death of these calves a few 
days after their birth. It would be equally possible 
for some condition of the dams to be responsible for this 
result, either disease or faulty feeding, or it may have 
been caused from some germ present in the barn in 
which the calves were kept following birth. Possibly 
a post-mortem on the calves would have been revealing. 
It would seem to us that a careful investigation of all 

of these various factors, including also a laboratory in- 
spection of the semen of the bull, should have been 
made in connection with any claim for damages and 
that the summary slaughtering of the bull without noti- 
fying the seller was an unfair prelude to such claim. 

Would any of our readers care to offer further com- 
ment? 


A FEEDING QUERY ANSWERED BY PROF. SAVAGE 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I am casting about to get some satisfactory informa- 
tion about the quantity of grain concentrate to be fed 
to high producing Holstein cows. 

My own theory is that when a cow gets all of the 
alfalfa she can eat, about 20 or 25 lbs., 30 to 35 Ibs. of 
good corn silage and some pasture from time to time, 
that even though the cow is producing 85 lbs. of 3.5% 
milk per day, she should not be fed the standard ration 
of 1 lb. of concentrate for each 4 lbs. of milk produced, 
but that there should be a maximum of say 12 to 15 
lbs. of grain fed to the cow, regardless of her milk flow. 
I own some very good cattle and my herd is getting 
better, but I had one cow up to 100 lbs. of milk a day 
last year and the next day she went down to 60 lbs. 
and she was ruined for the rest of her lactation. I 
think grain burned her up. 

Would you be good enough to pass this on to some 
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competent person on your staff and ask him to write me 
what facts he has about this business and the sound 
practice followed by good Holstein breeders in the 
country? ;

Answer by Prof. E. S. Savage, Cornell University 
I agree with Mr. Simms that there should be a limit 
on the amount of grain fed to a cow, regardless of the 
milk flow, and I am going to put that limit at 20 lbs. 
of concentrates a day. As you know, here at the College 
of Agriculture we have made some excellent records, and 
rarely do we feed any of our cows more than 17 or 18 
Ibs. of concentrates a day of the following mixture: 
200 lbs. 34% O P Linseed Meal 
360 Ibs. wheat bran 
340 lbs. hominy feed and corn meal 
370 lbs. ground oats 
300 lbs. corn distiller’s dried grains 
300 lbs. 20% coconut oil meal 
100 lbs. cane molasses 
15 lbs. dicalcium phosphate* 
5 lbs. ground limestone* 
10 lbs. salt 


*20 lbs. of steamed bone meal of high feeding quality 
may be substituted for the 15 lbs. of dicalcium phosphate 
and 5 lbs. of ground limestone. 

In addition to this, the cows get from 9 to 12 lbs. 
of beet pulp a day, according to whether they are milked 
three or four times a day. If they are milked three 
times a day, they get 3 lbs. of the dried pulp, and if 
they are milked four times a day they get 3 lbs. of the 
dried pulp at each feeding, so that the beet pulp varies 
with the number of milkings. This dried beet pulp 
is soaked with all the water it will take up and, if the 
cows like it, a little molasses is put on the beet pulp, 
depending upon whether the cow likes molasses or not 
and the condition of her manure. We go as high as 
a quart of the molasses a day to cows in some cases. 

Our cows do not get any silage when they are on 
test, but I give them the very best hay that we have. 
We prefer a mixed clover and timothy hay to alfalfa, 
but have no objection to feeding the alfalfa when we 
run out of the second cutting mixed timothy and clover. 
Prof. Harrison does not like to feed silage to cows on 
test, although cows in the regular herd get silage every 
day. Personally, I have no objection to a little silage. 
His idea is that they do better on the beet pulp and 
dry hay and this rather light grain mixture, as you will 
notice by the grain mixture.

be fed advantageously the usual ration of roughage and 
grain and in addition from 2 to 4 pounds daily of an 
inexpensive grade of corn sugar (dextrose) or ordinary 
black strap molasses during the last few weeks of 
pregnancy and the first three to six weeks of the lacta- 
tion period. It is usually not a difficult task to induce 
cows to consume either of these supplements if the 
increase in the amount fed is not made too abruptly. 

When the herd has access to luxuriant pasture it does 


not seem to be so essential that these supplements be 
included.

Mr. Murphy’s practical hobby and source of recreation. 
Game birds are bred there and liberated each year. 
Ducks with the Femco tag have been shot and identified 
thousands of miles away from their birthplace. Deer 
roam a big wire-enclosed pasture. Pheasants, partridge, 
quail, several different species of each, are hatched and 
raised under wire. Several thousand bronze turkeys 
live in the woods down between the two little lakes, and 
lay many thousands of eggs in the spring of the year, 
providing a goodly income from the sale of poults, while 
dressed birds are shipped to discriminating customers 
all over the U. S. During the open duck season the 


guest cottages are full of business associates up for a 
few days of shooting, and fortunate friends of the 
Femco organization as far away as Lacona, N. Y., at 
least, have had duck dinners sent them through the mail. 
Guests at Battle Lake have access to the long recrea- 
tion h:ll over the garage, with a bowling alley and 
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billiard table; and the meals up there (Axel and I had 
lunch on the way back to Minneapolis) woulg make 
anybody’s troubles disappear.

JOWA’S 4-H DAIRY CLUB 
With a total of 1,927 4-H mem- 
pers enrolled on the dairy heifer 
project this year, Iowa has its high- 
est enrollment in ten years, accord- 
ing to Secretary E. M. Wright. 
These club members have entered 
9650 heifers, of which 1,569 are 
pure breds and 1,081 grades, a nice 
increase in proportion of pure breds 
over grades. Mr. Wright also re- 
ports that more and more of the 
Iowa club boys and girls are carry- 
ing on the full three-year project, 
with 81 per cent of the pure bred 
heifers and 69 per cent of grades 
that started as calves this year being 
continued as yearlings for the com- 
ing year; and with 37 per cent of 
the pure breds and 16 per cent of 
the grades that started in 1938 now 
completing the third year as two- 
year-olds. Comparing these figures 
with those of 10 years ago, we find 
that of the calves starting in 1930, 
only 13 per cent were carried 
through for the three-year project. 

Wright believes these figures are 
significant as showing a better sus- 
tained interest in dairy club work 
on the part of Iowa’s boys and girls 
than was the case ten years ago, and 
also showing that a much higher per- 
centage of those working with pure 
bred heifers complete their projects 
than is the case with grades.

FAT IN GRAIN MIXTURES 


¢ F. Monroe and W. E. Krauss, 
«ociates in the Dairy Department 
xthe Ohio Agricultural Experiment 
sution, have recently been conduct- 
ne feeding trials to determine the 
fet of high fat grain mixtures on 
nik and butter fat production. 

In these trials, grain mixtures con- 
wining 2.7%, 3.5% and 4.7% fat 
vere prepared, the grain mixtures 
ing as similar as possible except 
for the fat percentages. Roughage 
wnerally consisted of practically all 
of the first or second cutting alfalfa 
hay the cows would eat and approx- 
imately 30 lbs. corn silage per day, 
hay silage being fed in place of corn 
silage during a part of one trial. 
The experiment was based on two 
trials of 110 days each in which 70 
pure bred Holstein cows were fed 
the different grain mixtures. There 
was no significant difference in the 
amount of production in the different 
groups. The cows fed on the low 
fat mixture averaged 3.5 lbs. milk 
per month lower than that of the 
ows on the high fat grain mixture, 
while the cows fed on the medium fat 
grain mixture produced 2 lbs. of 
milk per month less than those on 
the high fat mixture. From an 
eonomic standpoint, it cost less to 
produce milk and butterfat on the 
low fat grain mixture than on either 
of the other two because this feed 
was cheaper.

out of the stable each day. This fact interests the bull 
sufficiently that he exercises himself as he sees the cows 
pass back and forth. 


Any good sensible arrangement of pen and paddocks 
with proper location will provide the necessary facilities, 
as far as stables go, to carry the bull in service to a ripe 
old age. Bell Farm Suzone, our oldest sire, is still active 
and virile at fourteen years of age. The only special 
care he has had in the past ten years is that we have 
trimmed his feet a few times. 


Herb Miller, Herdsman, Ionia State Hospital: 


Our experience has proven that plenty of fresh air 
and exercise together with good feed are quite essential 
in maintaining the prepotency of an aged bull. 


Our bull pens are about 30x60 feet in size made of 
3 inch used boiler flues held in place by reinforced 
cement posts. The pen of course adjacent to a bull 
barn, allowing box stalls for each bull about 12 feet 
square. A safety breeding pen is provided in such a way 
that one breeding pen is sufficient for the use of two 
bulls. 

Out bulls are never locked in their quarters except 
on severe or stormy nights in winter, otherwise they 
have free access to the yard at all times both day and 
night. I believe if possible that herd sires tending to- 
ward sluggishness will be more active if the bull pen is 
constructed of materials so that the bull may see what 
is going on outside his pen. I further believe it is to 
advantage to yard them in the proximity of the herd 
as it is inducive to exercise. 

Exercise may also be stimulated by placing old oil 
drums in his yard or better still a bunting block sus- 
pended from a cross-arm over the bull pen. In our yards 
a bunting block is suspended by a cross-arm from old 
telephone poles about 16 feet long. One sire has taken 
his exercise working on the pole rather than the block 
and in a period of five years has cut a pole in two merely 
rubbing it with his horns. We believe that if it is pos- 
sible to induce voluntary exercise, it is much preferable 
to leading or placing more than one bull in a pen, partic- 
ularly from the standpoint of the danger element. 


I have observed in many cases old bulls with very 
bad feet, either very lame from bad cases of foot-rot, 
usually caused by muddy and filthy pens or only partially 
able to walk due to long untrimmed feet. We have used 
cinders in our yards to exceptional advantage. First, 
they provide excellent drainage and second, we have 
never had to trim a sires feet to keep them from get- 
ting too long. Many complain that animals feet become 
sore from walking on cinders. If they are tamped down 


they will soon settle, become solid and avoid this trouble.

PROGRESSIVE BREEDERS 
HONORED 

A number of Holstein breeders 
and their wives gathered at the 
“Inn,” Greeley, the evening of May 
23 to pay their respects and compli- 
ments to C. W. Henry and the 
Wyoming Hereford Ranch for hav- 
ing recently qualified for the Pro- 
gressive Breeders’ Award. George T 
Sinton of Colorado Springs, winner 
of the Nations No. 1 certificate, made 
the presentation speech, in which he 
paid special tribute to the programs 
which these two breeding establish- 
ments have developed. Mr. Sinton 
in further commenting on the Pro 
gressive Breeders’ Award, stated that 
it was a real challenge to any preed- 
er to win the award, and that it wa 
still a further challenge to stay 
top, as it placed a breeder of good 
live stock on an even greater pede 
tal where the going was much 
harder. 

The Wyoming Hereford Ranch se 
cured much of its foundation cattle 
from the Garmesa Ranch when Bob 
Lazear, now WHR Manager, Was & 
gaged in breeding Holsteins from 
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about 1919 until he took over the 
management of the Wyoming estab- 
lishment. While on the ranch near 
Fruita, Colorado, he in partnership 
sith Loesch Bros. of Montrose (Pah- 
gre Valley) secured a son of King 
sesis Pontiac, that has left many 
fne descendants in the nation. After 
gob came to Wyoming he turned to 
carnation for his herd sires, secur- 
ing a son of Matador Segis Walker, 
wd then purchasing the eleven-year- 
dd proven sire, Inka May Com- 
mnder. The daughters of the latter 
wll are largely responsible for the 
517 1b.

C. W. Henry started breeding 
registered Holsteins in 1915 when 
he secured from the Colorado State 
College, Netherland Best 3rd. She 
was bred to Sir Pietertje Johanna 
Mercedes, a son of old Sir Piet. 
From this mating Carl secured his 
old Mercedes cow, that lived to an 
age past seventeen years, and many 
of his herd traces to her. She had 
more than 4,500 lbs. of fat in her 
lifetime. Mr. Henry also secured 
foundation animals from Hall Bros. 
of Denver, and perhaps the greatest 
buy which he made, and a most 
fortunate one for Colorado and sur- 
rounding country was when he pur- 
chased, in 1922 from Bob Lamont of 
Larkspur a two-year-old heifer, bred 
to Sir Ormsby Skylark Daffy Uneeda. 
This gave Henry the great ma- 
tron, Cragsdale Valentine Sky- 
lark Ormsby, now eighteen years of 
age—four producing daughters, 
three proven sons, and she with more 
than 7,300 pounds of butterfat. 

Mr. Henry has used for herd sires, 
King Gerben Lincoln, King Gerben 
Ormsby Lincoln ( a son of Valen- 
tine) and in conjunction with Mr. 
Sinton he has usea Pikes Peak Sir 
Changeling Matador and P. P. Sir 
Changeling Kyte. He used another 
‘on of Valentine sired by Kyte (now 
atthe Utah State Industrial School).

THE DAIRY SITUATION 
Summary, June 18, 1940 


The marked improvement in the 
demand for butter this summer com- 
pared with last is one of the most 
noticeable developments in the dairy 
situation. Consumption of butter, 
exclusive of relief distribution, is 
slightly higher than a year ago while 
retail prices are decidedly higher. 
The demand for evaporated milk has 
also increased, but the demand for 
cheese has shown the least change of 
the manufactured dairy products. 

General business activity is expect- 
ed to increase during the next few 
months if the war continues. Further 
increases in industrial production 
would further strengthen the domes- 
tic demand for dairy products. Ex- 
ports of condensed, evaporated, and 
dried milk products have increased 
in recent months, but foreign mar- 
kets are not an important outlet for 
our dairy products. Of greater im- 
portance are the developments in the 
domestic market. 

Milk production has about reached 
the seasonal peak and on June 1 was 
2 percent above the preceding high 
which oecurred in 1939. Produc- 
tion will decline seasonally during 
the next 5 to 6 months but it is ex- 
pected to continue above average for 
the corresponding months of recent
